I say 
this despite the fact the both deal with extremely controversial subjects. 

The two reports are based mainly on media and ngo reporting that is cited in footnotes. For this reason, the US 
Government should be able to distance itself from the reports, especially given the author's use of the disclaimer. Both 
reports deal with their subjects in factual and objective terms, although elements in both the Thai and Burmese 
governments .will still find them annoying, given the criticism of human rights violations. Nonetheless, as the 
information in these reports is widely accepted and not based on privileged DOS information, I see no reason why their 
publication should produce any particular problems for the Department of State.

• To bring you up to date, we currently have a book contract in hand from Left Coast Press, which has expressed a high 
level of enthusiasm and support for our project. We're excited, and our timeline is to deliver a complete manuscript to 
Left Coast by December of this year. For this reason, we are working actively through the summer months, both to fill 

• out our case roster and to work with our case authors on the individual cases we already have. 

I've also attached some materials, which should offer a clear context for the project in its latest and final incarnation: 1. 
the proposal we successfully used with publishers (which provides the most up-to-date discussion of what we hope to 
• -achieve with this project), 2. a sample case which we like very much and which we are thinking of as an exemplar of the 
general kind of form we hope all our cases will take (if details of each case will of course be different), and which might 
be useful for your own case write-up, 3. as well as a set of updated guidelines for case writers, which might also be 
helpful in the write-up. 

Ideally, we would like to have all cases in hand by no later than the end of August (if not sooner). Let us know if 
you might be able to do this for us or not, and/or if you have any questions or concerns about the project. We're happy 
to discuss.
